cuit Attorney Thomas F. Eagle- 
ton said today. 

Eagleton reported that the 
returns had been selected as a 


result of information received | 
by his office and a comparison | 


by his staff of license tax re- 
turns with city earnings tax re- 
turns. 


He said he has asked State 
Director of Revenue Milton 
Carpenter to furnish him with 
the state income and sales tax | 
returns filed by these mer- 
chants and manufacturers, for 
a further check to determine if 
they paid city license taxes. in 
full, and whether bribes were 
solicited or paid to have their 
levies reduced. 

The investigation was 
prompted by allegations that 
some of License Collector Hay- 
den’s employes attempted to 
shake down business men and 
firms, or were paid bribes, to 
cut merchants and manufac- 
turers license taxes. 

Legal Clearance Sought. 


Eagleton said Carpenter has 
asked Attorney General John 
M. Dalton for an opinion on 
whether he has the right to 
turn over the state tax returns 
to the circuit attorney. Car- 


penter expressed a personal | 
willingness to ‘do so, but said | 


he thought he should first have 
“legal clearance” from the 
Attorney General. 

Eagleton reported he sent a 
letter to Dalton urging that 
the opinion be issued promptly 
to avoid any undue delay in the 
investigation.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP) 


—Nearly a year and a half ago, 


Dr. J. R. Killian Jr. publicly 
_expressed the feeling that gov- 
ernment and industry should 
get in closer tune with the 
technological age. 

At the same time, he said 
one ‘of the main problems in 
national security was how 
avoid wasteful duplication of 


effort among the armed forces. | 
Dr. Killian is President Eis- | 


enhower’s new assistant on sci- 
ence and technology, charged 
with an important task in help- 
ing overcome Russia's scien- 
tific-military gains. 

Hence, new interest was 
shown today in what he told a 
Senate Armed Services sub- 
committee on the Air Force 
June .20, 1956. Here is what 
Dr. Killian said: 

“In my judgment, one of 
the major problems affecting 
the security of the United 
States is our capacity to deal 
wisely with this problem of in- 
tegration within the military 


establishment. 
“I do suggest that in deal- 
ing with air defense, with in- 


tercontinental ballistic missiles 
and other great’ weapons sys- 
tems we must create the or- 
ganizational patterns’ which 
will ‘make it possible, first, ef- 
fectively to develop them 
without wastage of manpower 
and resources and unprofitable 
duplication of effort and, sec- 
ondly, to manage them in 
terms of their wholeness as 
systems. 

“So far we have not been 
able, in the definition of roles 
and missions of the services, to 


keep pace with evolving weap- . 


ons system technology and as 
a consequence we_ lengthen 
our lead time, we make more 
difficult our decision-making 


processes, we needlessly _ in- 
crease costs, and we find it 
difficult to avoid friction and 
duplication of effort. 


“I do not minimize the dif- 
ficulty of achieving this great- 
er degree of integration. and I 
speak of its importance not to 
criticize existing practices but 


to urge a growing recognition | 


of the fact that a revolution is 
upon us as a result of tech- 


, nological advance and the in- 


evitable logic of present-day 
weapohs technology, as well as 
non-molitary technology, is to 
force new patterns of organi- 
zation affecting traditional de- 
partment boundaries and.even 
political concepts. 

“I cannot escape the feeling 
that events of the technologi- 
cal age are moving faster than 
our perception of their mean- 
ing, either in industry or gov- 
ernment, and that we need 
more carefully to tune in our 


receivers to pick up the 
changes that lie ahead.”’

Group in County 


Gives Views to Leg- 
islative Committee.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 9 
(AP)—A witness told a special 
legislative study committee yes- 
terday “Missouri is about 20 
years behind on water legisla- 
tion” in comparison with other 
states. 

The speaker was Will Eakins 
of Pacific, Mo., chairman of a 
St. Louis 
| that has been studying Mera- 
mec basin problems. He ap- 
| peared before a House-Senate 
‘committee that is studying Mis- 
souri’s water resources prob- 
lems. 

Eakins called water “our No. 
1 national problem” but he 
said water could become ‘the 


greatest blessing this state 
has ever known if handled 
properly.” 


He said Missouri was falling 
| behind industrially because it 
did not have laws to protect 


plant sites from floods on the. 


one hand and from water short- 
ages in drouth years on the 
other. 

| “We can progress 
_souri only as fast as our water 
legislation will let us,” he said. 
“It is essential to hold our 
economy together.” 

Multiple Purpose Dams. 


He advocated a system of 
multiple-purpose dams _ oper- 
ated under state control. Any 
water authority, he said, should 
be at the state instead of the 
national level. 

When benefits are measured 
against costs on a 20;year basis, 
he said big multiple-purpose 
dams could be justified in Mis- 
souri’s problem watersheds 
such as the Osage, the Mera- 
mec and Cuivre rivers. 

Lowell Burns, director of 
trade development and agri- 
culture for the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce, urged a 
modified permit system for 
water used in irrigation, in in- 
dustry, in municipalities and 
for drilling new deep wells. 

He suggested a_ watershed 
district law to permit develop- 
ment of streams wholly within 


the state and compacts with 
other states on interstate 
streams. 


J. C. Alexander, chief water 
engineer for the State Division 
of Resources and Development, 
said both high dams and low 
| dams have their place in any 
| Missouri program. 
| He urged the Legislature to 
establish a definite state water 
| policy—there is none now— 
'and put its administration un- 
der a single state agency. 

Purpose of Session. 
George A. Spencer

Learning Is Work 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A recent news story Hlustrates 
perfectly the schism in American 
thinking which is responsible for 
so much of the difficulty schoolmen 
face in trying to improve the level 
of instruction. 

According to the story, Dr. Ed- 
ward Teller, who is certainly one 
of America’s top scientists, ad- 
dressed an assembly of California 
elementary teachers. 

First he reproved the teachers 
for failing to provide adequate 
science instruction. Then he told 
them to put more “fun” into their 
teaching. Science is “amusing,” 
he said. 

Now this is exactly where parents 
and friends of the schools do us the 
most harm. They expect us to “en- 
tertain’” and “amuse” the children 
and to make all classwork “fun.” 

Well, if the child is to have fun 
fthen of course he cannot be asked 
‘to do any work, to be subjected to 

any discipline, to commit any facts 
‘to memory. He cannot be asked to 
Jearn such things as multiplication 
tables, spelling, sentence structure, 

istorical facts or dates. He cannot 
*e expected to read a good book or 

arn a poem by heart. That might 
not be fun. 

But sooner or later the student 
comes to the realization that he 
must “know” some things and that 
the process of learning them is not 

"a game and is not fun, as in his in- 

ocence he has been led to believe. 

“Naturally he feels deceived and 
sg00n loses patience with his teach- 
ers and with the whole process of 
‘education. 

If it is wrong to tell a child that 
mastering the fundamentals of an 
education is fun then what incen- 
‘tive should one offer? As individ- 
Bails and as a society we must re- 
furn to the idea that any task well 
done is a source of satisfaction. 

This is very different from saying 
that the doing of the task is fun. 
Learning a Latin declension is not 
fum, When the test returns marked 
100 per cent, indicating a task well 
done, the pleasure should be real. 

The ability to take pride in any- 
thing well done should last threugh- 
out life. However, as the student 

more mature he should alse 
be able to see the lifelong pleasure 
which he can expect from a good 
education. 

We educators and parents have 
too often failed to convince our 
children of these two great sources 
of happiness. Instead we have too 
often been playing games with them 
—games not only wasteful of time 
but dishoriest because mastering the 
fundamentals of anything just 
isn't fun. 

All this is not to say that the 
schools are deteriorating. I believe 
that the American high school is 
today doing a better job than ever 
before in its History. I believe, too, 
that we can and will do even bétter 
if we can be protected from our

Lag in Atomic Power 


As it scrambles to catch up on missile de- 
velopment, the Eisenhower Administration ought 
to take an honest look at its record on atomic 
electric power. As missile development is su- 
premely important to defense, so atomic power 
is supremely important to American leadership 
for peace. And the unhappy trath is that we 
are falling behind there just as we fell behind 
in miséiles. Is not now, rather than two or three 
years from now, the time to act boldly to close 
the gap? | 

The Atomic Energy Commission's nuclear elec- 
tric power program, stalled for three years, is 
actually showing symptoms of going into re- 
verse. The American Public Power Association 
says it hears manufacturing firms “which en- 
tered the power reactor field with high hopes” 
are reducing or disbanding their reactor engi- 
neering staffs for lack of, work. 

Some 100 reactor scientists and engineers 
have been let off by a single large reactor com- 
pany, the A.P.P.A. reports.

In another report two weeks earlier, Business 
Week had said “there are indications that the 
electric power companies are no longer willing 
to come forward to build costly plants that will 


operate at a loss for years.” Their disillusian- . . 


ment, it said, is not confined to capital costs, 
for they “now realize that operating and main- 
tenance costs are going to be a heavy burden.” 
Manufacturers who have set up civilian power 
reactor departments face the prospect of carry- 
ing these departments at a loss, the magazine 
said. Consequently “there are indications that 
the manufacturers increasingly will demand” 
large-scale federal aid to “lift nuclear power 
progress out of the rut.” 

What else could have been expected? The 
idea of making atomic power development an 
exclusively private preserve was unrealistic from 
the start. The costs were heavy, the risks great, 
and there was no faintest possibility of earning 
a profit at any time in the near future. Yet 
during this Administration atomic power has 
been under the jurisdiction of a man who 
wanted to exclude all public enterprise from the 
field, and enjoyed a position which gave him a 
remarkable — if not unparalleled — opportunity 
to influence both Government and private in- 
dustry: Lewis L. Strauss, chairman of the AEC,

But now, In Business Week's words, “it looks 
as if Chairman Strauss-hes flogged the last mile 
out of the tiring. electric companies.” At the: 
same time it looks as if Mr. Strauss had given 
out of the rosy promises with which he has so 
far barred public enterprise from atomic elec- 
tric generation, Instead of the 1,160,000 kilo 
watts of installed atomic power capacity which 
the AEC boasted would be ready by 1960, 
A.P.P.A. says only 60,000 to 100,000 kilowatts is 
sure, and that from a single reactor—at Ship- 
pingport, Pa., paid for entirely by the Govern- 
ment, for private use. 

Adm. Strauss’s private-ownership-only program 
has received its coup de grace from mounting 
costs. One projected reactor has risen in esti- 
mated cost from $33,000,000 to $50,000,000. The 
manufacturers, who had at first agreed to pro- 
duce reactors on a firm maximum-price basis, 
now demand to be paid whatever it costs. “There 
is,” says the A.P.P.A. “hardly a power reactor 
project which is not in difficulty.” 

While the Soviet Union and Great Britain in- 
crease their lead on us, can we afford to fall, 
even farther behind than we had been? It is 
more thafi time that we took on this vital job 

of atomic electric power generation with every- 
thing which public and private enterprise can 
bring to it. 
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Acreage Limits Do Not Limit 

Participants in the annual Missouri Farm 
Forum at Columbia evidently were pretty firmly 
convinced of the efficacy of the soil bank as a 
device to cut agricultural production. Seven 
of 12 discussion groups at the forum indorsed 
the soil bank but suggested modifications. 

They are entitled to their opinion, but city 
folk may be inclined to disagree. Mechaniza- 
tion, fertilizers and insecticides have combined 
to improve farm outpuf: spectacularly—so much 
so, that limiting the affijunt of land available 
for production does wot necessarily limit 
production. 

Take cotton. Cotton farmers in 1930, before 
restrictions, planted 46,400,000 acres and pro- 
duced 13,900,000 bales, zx about 157 pounds an 
acre. This year, according to estimates in The, 
New York Times, the yield will be in the neigh- 
borhood of 446 pounds an acre. 7 

Cotton acreage set for planting this year was 
17,600,000, of which 3,020,000 acres were di- 
verted to the soil bank. Thus the total planted 
was 14,225,000 acres, or only about a third that 
of 1930. But the product of that acreage will 
run to within a million bales of 1930. 

Take-home pay is as important to the farmer 
as it is to the merchant or the city wage earner. 
Farmers participating in soil bank programs 
tend to take their least fertile land out of pro- 
duction,and,,then proceed to cultivate their 
other fand as intensively as they can to increase 
production and income. So the soil bank tends 
to be self-defeating.

The Need for More Research Funds 


The struggle for qualitative superiority in 
weapons has never been more intensified nor of 
greater importance. In the scientists’ labora- 
tories and on the technicians’ proving ‘grounds 
it is realized that what is going on today might 
well decide the issue in some future crisis. 

Trevor Gardner, when he was Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Air Force for Research and Develop- 
ment in June, 1955, told the Institute of Aero- 
nautical Sciences that the United States should 
“build weapons of such superior ingenuity, per- 
formance and effect as to override the enemy’s 
ability to attack us or defend himself.” Because 
the Defense Department did not give him the 
support he sought in enlarging the scope of re- 
search and development, which is the founda- 


tion stone of superior weapons systerts, he re- 


signed eight months later. 
But the scope of our research and develop- 
ment program has, if anything, decreased since 


then. A change in bookkeeping procedure at that 


‘time, which transferred the maintenance and 
operation of test centers to the research and de- 
velopment -eategory,* m it appear that the 
amount was increased. w it was not. It has 
remained at a level rate 
annually although the mo buys less and less. 

Inflation has hit harder in the research and 
development field than any other category of 
expenditure in the Defense Department. It has 
accounted for a 25 per cent rise since 1954. And

This substantial indicated growth out of what 
is now ‘essentially a rutal section of the county 
suggests the need for intelligent planning at all 
levels of local government.

One good place to 
start is with the County Planning Commission, 
whose effectiveness has been hampered by ré- 
strictive statutes and a shortage of money. 

Changing the law may take a long time, but 
providing the funds is within the means of the 
County Council. The:coming of Chrysler dra- 
matizes the need.

The path of the satellite, as it bes 
been planned in the United States 
project, is pictured with indications 
of the regions on earth from which it 
will be visible.

&§ accuracy during the early days 
after the satellite’s successful lt 
tion. It is the possible variations in 
such forces as gravitational pull, fric- 
tion, etc., which are elements to be 
considered influential in any subse- 
quent changes in the course of the 
satellite. 

Mr. Branley’s account of predictions 
of the building of space stations and 
of planetary exploration in the future 
seem less remote after reading about 
this remarkable project which we now 
know is capable of being realized.

He described the se- 
lection of Dr. Killian as 
“superb,” but warned of the 
danger that he be regarded 
only as a “czar” whose sole job 
was “rescuing missiles.”

Academy 
of the Rocke- 
\ seller SS teltitete@ fa Medical Re- 
search, described Dr. Killian 
as a man eminently qualified to 
serve this country “in these 
urgent days.” He has the “cour- 
age, tact and energy to deal 
with these problems,” he 
added. 


He said that through Ameri- 
can scientific bodies, such as 
the National Academy of Sci- 
ences, Dr, Killian could “facili- 
tate the more effective partici- 
pation of American scientists 
in those international scientific 
undertakings which further the 
welfare of the free world.” 

Dr. William F. C. Swann, 
director of the Bartol Résearch 
Foundation of the Franklin In- 
stitute in Philadelphia, said 
the President’s speech “leaves 
us a long way to go.” He wel- 
comed the recognition of basic 
research. “We will never get 
utilitarian results,” he said, 

“unless we get basic science 
with which to feed them.” 


“Scientific development in 
the United States certainly will 
be accelerated,” he continued, 
“but I don’t think it is safe to 
say that we wiil surpass the 
Russians. They know what they 
are doing.” 


‘Satisfactory Response.’ 


Dr. Alan T. Waterman, di- 
rector of the National Science 
Foundation, said the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Killian was “an 
eminently satisfactory response 
to those who have pressed for 
stronger representation of sci- 
entific and technological in- 
terests at the highest level of 
government.” 


He pledged the co-operation 
of his organization, which is 
the scientific arm of the exec- 
utive branch of government in 
Washington. 

Dr. John T. Bettalista, pres- 
ident of the Illinois Institute of 
Technology, expressed disap- 
pointment that the President 
did not give Dr. Killian cabi- 
net rank as “Secretary of Sci- 
ence and Technology,” instead 
of making him a special as- 
sistant. He said that not 
enough was known of the 
President's plan to tell to what 
extent it would give new em-

Dr. Joseph Kaplan of the 
University of California in Los 
Angeles, who is chairman of 
the United States National 
Committee for the Internation- 
al Geophysical Year, said of 
Dr. Killian, “I would have 
chosen him, too.”

De Seversky, pioneer aviator 
and airplane designer, said the 
President “talked to the Amer- 
ican people like a father would 
talk to little children who are 
upset because the house is on 
fire; but instead of calling the 
fire department he employed 
a garden hose with which he 
thought he could extinguish 
the conflagration.” 

He went on to say, “I’m 
afraid that never in war or in 
peace was the United States so 
weak in relation to the poten- 
tial enemy.”

London, West Perman Papers 

Sharply Criticize Speech. 

LONDON, Nov. 9 (AP)—The 
conservative Daily Telegraph 
today accused President Eisen- 
hower of “refusing to meet 
problems head on” and said he 
personally should take charge 
of the United States missile 
program. 

Newspapers im West Ger- 
many, meanwhile, were sharply 
critical of Mr. Eisenhower's 
speech Thursday night on 
American scientific progress. 
They used some of the most 
critical words ever directed 
against the President by re- 
sponsible German papers. 

Although British, French and 
West German officials ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the 
speech, West European newspa- 
pers generally were divided be- 
tween enthusiasim and criti- 
cism. 

The Daily Telegraph said in 
an editorial entitled “Amer- 
icans Looking for Leadership”: 

“The American people today 
are not suffering from a crisis 
in technology but a crisis in 
confidence. 

“It is not their scientists but 
their politicians who have 
failed. Mr. Eisenhower is the 
only man “who can cut through 
the service vested interests and 
galvanize the vast Pentagon 
bureaucracy” into action, the 
British paper said. 

The newspaper said the ap- 
pointment of Dr. James R. Kil- 
lian Jr., aS a special presiden- 
tial assistant for science and 
technology “is not a very ex- 
citing answer.”
